REVISION OF SCHOOL SYSTEM 
The surest conclusión drawn by the educational com- 
mi.-;.si'on named by the la.st legislature to investigate the 
■< lioo! sy.stcm of the state and make recommendations for 
th e forthcoming session of the legislature is that proper 
Mliicatiori is a matter of ojiinion in a world of progre.ss; that 
ciliiiators cannot agree upon the best method of preparing 
boys and girls for the whirl of life, but that whether the 
prc -.eiit .«ystem is right or wrong it is very costly to the 
la.xpayers. 
The commission sees the danger of that point being 
reached where the necessities of the system of education 
v. ill snap the ability of the people to provide for it. Progress 
has been made in education, the commission found, but it 
believes there still is room for progre.ss. 
The commission rightly asks careful consideration of the 
a.s.sertions made in some quarters that too much time is 
spent on non-es.sentials in education. 
An effort has been 
made' to make school life, particularly high .school life, at- 
1 ¡active enough to retain the students interest during the 
four year cour.se, and in .so doing there is a hint on the 
Ijart of the commission that school life has been made more 
inteie.sting than in.structive. 
A list of fundamentals for every high school cour.se is 
suggested. 
The commission would have English, mathe­ 
matics, history, economics, botany or zoology, chemistry 
and Latin taught, and perhaps a few elective subjects. Bel­ 
ter a student be taught to thihk, his mind developed through 
a few subjects w'hich require study than to acquire a smat­ 
tering of many subjects. And rightly so. Unless the high 
school can develop in the student a thirst for further educa­ 
tion, whether it be gained in higher institutions of learn­ 
ing, reading or observation, it will not have accomplished 
all that it might. 
There is solid sense in the commission’s suggestion that 
local rural school boards cooperative in business affairs of 
the .schools. 
Consolidation in sparsely settled districts, it 
is pointed out, has been carried to a point where the ex­ 
penditure is too great for the results obtained. 
The com­ 
mission pointíí to Iowa, where consolidated schools have 
been greatly restricted in the la.st few years. But a realign­ 
ment of school districts, in accord with the population, is 
pointed out as a necessary step if economy in school ope»- 
ation is to be obtained. 
Fhe school commission’s report is not as definite in all 
its recommendations as might be expected. But if it causes 
members of the legislature, educators and citizens to join in 
a careful consideration of the whole school question it will 
have been worth while.

CRUDE OIL IN RUMANIA 
VAINLY SEEKS A MARKET 


Bucharest, Dec. 30.—The increas­ 
ing keenness of competition in the 
Balkans from the U nited States and 
Russia is having a disastrous effect 
on the Rumanian petroleum indus­ 
try. 
The price of crude oil has 
now declined from Lei 38,000 a car­ 
load of 10 metric tons, recorded in

Bet- 
ter a student be taught to think, his mind developed through 
a few subjects which require study than to acquire a smat- 
tering of many subjects. And rightly so. Unless the high 
school can develop in the student a thirst for further educa- 
tion, whether it be gained in higher institutions of learn- 
ing, reading or observation, it will not have accomplished 
all that it might. 


There is solid sense in the commission's suggestion that 


local rural school boards cooperative in business affairs of 
the schools. Consolidation in sparsely settled districts, it 
is pointed out, has been carried to a point where the ex- 
penditure is too great for the results obtained. 
The com- 


mission pointy to Iowa, where consolidated schools have 
been greatly restricted in the last few years. But a realign- 
ment of school districts, in accord with the population, is 
pointed out as a necessary step if economy in school oper- 
ation is to be obtained. 


The school commission's report is not as definite in all 


its recommendations as might be expected. But if it causes 
members of the legislature, educators and citizens to join in 
a careful consideration of the whole school question it will 
have been worth while.

Medical specialists observe that each of these epidemics 


has definite characteristics of its own. 
It indicates that 


what we call a "cold" covers thousands of strange ailments. 


Each year, as cities become more congested and the air 


more poisoned by .auto exhaust, we have more and more 
epidemics of colds and flu. 


As fast as the medical profession makes progress in 


curbing a disease like, for instance, typhoid or diabetes, 
nature sends new destroyers—new ailments to attack us. 


Lately her destroyers have been re-enforced by wide- 


spread nervous disorders and multitudes of peculiar "flus" 
and colds. 


Nature's system is to keep us so that she can strike us 


down to make room for oncoming generations. That's why 
new maladies develop as fast as the medical profession gets 
old one under control. 
And it is the reason why man will 


never find any elixir to enable him to live to an extremely 
old age. By right living we might survive 150 years, but 
somewhere is a natural deadline to prevent the earth becom- , 
ing overcrowded. 


It is'a natural law. 'You see it at work everywhere — 


constant building up is balanced or offset by constant disin- 
tegration. 


Orange and lemon trees, for instance, have been aided a 


lot by science. 
Now they have a disease called chlorosis, 


which among other things cause fruit to stop growing. The 
scientists are fighting back by injecting medicine into the 
"sick" trees. 


Or take the animal kingdom. "Chicken flu" has been > 


going the rounds—so severely that a fourth of the chickens 
delivered to New York died upon arrival. To protect itself, 
New York placed an embargo against shipments of chickens 
from eight states that supply it with nine-tenths of its live 
poultry. So goes the eternal program of destruction.

tieth amendment to the constitution 
—better known us the "Child Labor 
Amendment"—friends of the measure 
saw clear and easy sailing ahead. 


Now they arc in the midst of one 


of the bitterest political battles in 
the country's history, 
fighting for 


ratification of the proposed amend- 
ment by the necessary 30 states. 


Unlocked for opposition sprang up 


almost over night, as strong and well 
organized as it was unexpected. 


Three 
states—Louisiana, 
North 


Carolina and Georgia—have already 
rejected the amendment. Massachu- 
setts has declared against iMiy popu- 
lar referendum—unofficial, but very 
significant. 


On The Fence 


One state, Arkansas, nas voted for 


ratification. 


The remaining 43 are plainly "on 


the fence." 


That's the way matters now stand 


—with friends and enemies of 
the 


amendment fighting tooth and nail, 
spreading propaganda right and left 
in the states whose legislatures are 
still considering what action 
they 


shall take. 


At first it was believed that all the 


questions involved would be purely 
industrial. Now it appears that the 
main issue is one of 
governmental 


authoiity—how much power Congress 
should be given to regulate the con- 
duct of Individuals. 


The amendment is what is known 


as on "enabling act." 
In itself it 


neither regulates nor prohibits child 
labor of any kind. U merely pro- 


. vidus that "Congress shall have pow- 
er to limit, regulate and prohibit the 
labor of per.-ons under 18 years of 
age." 


A Talking Point 


Strange UE it may seem, this fact— 


the unlimited power the amendment 
would give to Congress—Is used as a 
talking point by both friends and 
enemies of the measure. 


The argument is well summarized 


by Senator Walsh of Montana, strong 
advocate of the amendment, and Mil- 
lard D. Brown, chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee for Rejection of 
the Twentieth Amendment. 


Walsh says: 
"If we are going to hesitate to re- 


pose power in any body because that 
power may be abused, we shall have 
to stop legislation entirely. 


"Numerous provisions of the con- 


stitution already give Congress pow- 
ers' which, if exercised to their limit, 
would'have disastrous consequences.

—better known as the “Child Labor 
Amcnilinent”—friends of the measure 
saw clear and easy sailing aliead. 
Now they are in the midst of one 
of the bitterest political buttles in 
the country’s history, fighting for 
ratification of the proposed amend­ 
ment by the necessary 30 states. 
Unlooked for opposition sprang up 
almost over night, as strong and well 
organized us it was unexpected. 
Three 
states—Louisiana, 
North 
Carolina and Georgia—have already 
rejected the amendment. .Massachu­ 
setts has declared against it-hy popu­ 
lar referendum—unofficial, but very 
significant. 
On The Fence 
One state, Arkansas, Has voted for 
ratification. 
The remaining 43 are plainly “on 
the fence.’’ 
That's the way matters now stand 
—with friends and enemies of the 
amendment fighting tooth and nail, 
spreading propaganda right and left 
in the states whose legislatures are 
still considering what action 
they 
shall take. 
At first it was believed that all the 
questions involved would be purely 
industrial. Now it appears that the 
main issue is one of governmental 
authority—how much power Congress 
should be given to regulate the con­ 
duct pf individuals. 
The umendment is what is known 
as an “enabling act.” 
In itself it 
neither regulates nor prohibits child 
labor of any kind. It merely pro­ 
vides that “(Jongress shall have pow­ 
er to limit, regulate and prohibit the 
labor of persons under 18 years of 
age.” 
A Talking Point 
.Strange as it may seem, this fact— 
the unlimited power the umendment 
would give to Congress—is used us a 
talking point by both friends and 
enemies of the measure. 
The argument is well summarized 
by Senator Walsh of Montana, strong 
advocate of the amendment, and Mil­ 
lard D. Brown, chairman of the Na­ 
tional Committee for Rejection of 
the Twentieth Amendment. 
Walsh says: 
“If we are going to hesitate to re­ 
pose power in any body because that 
power may be abused, we shall have 
to stop legislation entirely. 
“Numerous provisions of the con­ 
stitution already give Congress pow­ 
ers which, if exercised to their limit, 
would have disastrous consequences. 
But these consequences never ensue 
because legislation of that character 
is never enacted. 
“The Child Labor

would give Congress power to point 
out particular vocations that will be 
injurious to children, and to enact 
legislation according; but we are go­ 
ing to trust Congress to ascertain 
whether a particular employment is 
or is not dangerous. 
“We have got to repose confidence 
in the judgment of Congress, and be­ 
cause the constitution is more perma­ 
nent thai^' any oQier law, a constitu­ 
tional amendment should be drawn 
in terms broad enough to permit 
Congress to meet changing condi­ 
tions.” 
Brown says: 
“TTie amendrjcnt authorizes Con­ 
gress to take away at will the most 
valuable rights that a person under 
18 years now possesses, and the as­ 
sumption that Congress will legislate 
only with prudence, judgment and 
restraint is unwarranted. 
/ 
“The amendment gives Congress 
more power for the control of youth 
than any American state now pos­ 
sesses. It is a climax to governmen­ 
tal encroachments upon the rights 
ai\d privileges of the individual citi­ 
zen.“No limitation is placed upon the 
acts of Congress except as regards 
the age of persons directly affected,
